liiitw«en the StnamshlpB Dannbit and 
Alliance on tho ColunibU River. 

The following particulars have been 
received ot the collision between tho 
Canadian' Pacific Bteanor Danube and 
the Alliance. 

The Alliance was struck on the star- 
hoard and began sinking at once. It is 
dillicult to state who was responaible for 
tho accident. Tho river steamers Lur- 
line and S. (i, Kced bad just passed the 
Alliance. Through some misundoi • 
standing of the signal or mistake of the 
lights the vessels came togotlior. 

The ])row of the Danube struck th • 
Allianc(! on thi^ starboard bow on the 
chain-plates opposite the foremast, 
cutting deeply into the side, 'I'he 

Danube's bow penetriited a distam f 

six ftiet, reacbing below the watm- line, 
liotb vessels were li:ieking hard at the 
time of the collision and not moving 
fast. lUd it been iitlierwise the Alli- 
anct! would have been cut in twain, Th ' 
latter begiin rapidly filling, lint fin-tu- 
luitely, being near shore, was easily 
beached. 'I'he vcH.icl now lies in an easy 
position. The damage to the Danulu! 
was very light, (uily one sin. ill Indc be- 
ing punched through the bow above tlei 
water line. .At tho lime the .\lliance 
had on board ninety ton.i of as.smled 
cargo and carried twenty-two pasaen- 
geiH. No one was injured. 

Tho Alliance is a woydcn vessel and 
came from .San Kraneisco over a year 
ago. She is valued at SHI), 000 and in- 
surcd for $'20,0 )0. The damages to tho 
vessel will reach SI ,000. A large ])or- 
tion of hur cargo, however, will prove a 
total loss. The vessel can easily b.! 
raised and repaired. The captains of 
tlie vessels cannot cxplahi lust how the 
accident occurred. Captain Hethorson 
was in commnnd .of the Alliance and 
Captain Hill of the Pauubg,

There was, however, a new government 
in the .States, and also a new minister 
tu Washington from England, whom he 
believed sbigularly adapted to deal with 
u matter of this kuid. 'He assured the 
House tliat the hoinegovemmeutagrccd 
^ith -the contentions of Canada on tho 
matter. No one could foresee the re- 
sult, but one thing was clear, that if tho 
United States had resolved to insist up- 
on their pretension tliat this sea should 
be closed to the world, a groat comii'i- 
cation would arise. No .one couhl foie- 
seo the extent of those complications. 
He desired to say that when the lati^ 
Governor - General went to I'lng- 
land he took with Iiim a niem- 
orandtini from the Canadian gov- 
ernment on the .several ([Uestions, 
which 111! agreed to |)rcss persoii;il!y 
upon Her .Majesty's government.

Mr, 1'". .S. Hariiard made a creditable 
s])ciHdi on tho mining (jiieslion.

aimed to encourage national resources;

MINING MACHINERY. 
Mr. Raniard, M.P., again brought up 
this week the (lucation of the admission 
of mining machinery duty freo into 
Hrilish Columbia. It is learned that 
the ilitroreiit manufacturers of certain 
classes of iiiaehinery in Ontario, Quebec 
and Nova Scotia are working energeti- 
cally against tint member for Cariboo. 
These gentlemen are the jiroprietors of 
engine works who claim to manufacture 
mining niachiiiery, but Mr. liarnard 
says he is in a position to show the 
minister of etistonis that these people 
have no: g:.-! the necessities i,.itttrn,s to 
miuiiifaetun! the kind of niachiiiery 
ri'iinired lor the Urit ish (Columbia mines, 
and are only accustomed to produce 
machinery for free golil i|iiartz mines. 
Careful enquiry reveals the fact that 
water jacket smeltera and blast furnaces 
are not nianufactured in the Dominion, 
and that the treatment of refractory ore 
is entirely unknown to these gentlcinen 
who are agitating against what would 
undoubtedly prove a great boon to the 
mining industry in British Coliinihia, 
The principle of the N, P. is protection 
to mil ive industry. When any given 
class of goods or machinery is not made 
in (Canada the government has invariab- 
ly kept the duty at a low rate, or po.s 
sibly the goods have been allowed to 
come ill duty free. Mining inaobinery, 
such as is reipiircd in the Pacilic Pro- 
vince, not being manufactured in (.'ana- 
da, the government, to b(! consistent, 
should carry out its policy as with other 
classes of goods. If, however, the 
miiehiiicry leiiuired were produced in 
('una la it is but.rciisonable to suppose 
that Ih itisli Columbia mining companies 
would not raise any protest. As it is, 
Mr. liarnard appears to be jiistilied in 
proceeding with his agitation, and he 
intiuids hainineriiig away until tho tariff 
wall is taken down. 

INl.ASI) TRANSl'OHTATUlN I'lIAIKlKH. 
The .Minister of Ciistoiiis has grace- 
fully yielded to the merchants anil im- 
porters of (.'auada and has withdrawn 
his proposal lo levy duty on inland 
trans]ioi-tation chai-ges, referred to in 
my letter last week. The result of the 
amendment to the ciisloms bill is not 
only to withdraw the proposed taxing 
of lrei{jht rates in Groat Britain but the 
authority in the law to tax freight rates 
on the continent also' disappears. 

Tin; OCK.NN MAIL .SKIiVICKS. 
'I'lu^ House H|)eiit nearly the whole !if 
Thursday in considering the govern- 
mcnt'.s proposals in reference to the 
ocean steam service subsidies. For the 
new .\tl,intic .service, the China and 
.lap.-in service and the .Viistralian ser- 
vice .ST.'iO.OOO is to be given and the new 
lines arc to be the complement, of the 
Canadian Pacitic Hallway. The details 
of the various contracts are not yet ob- 
tainable. .Mr. I'ostcr stated, however, 
'that for the Atlantic a(}rvicc the Ander- 
son's ottered to put on steamers running 
20 knots an hour for flOl.OOO provided 
tlie cmitract was given them for ten 
years. The goverment is reluctant lo 
exc(!ed S.5()0,()(M) a year for this service 
and it is just poaaible thot the lines 
which have the contract at present - 
the Allen and the Dominion Co's — may 
secure ' it for another ten years if the 
Andersons do not lop off the £4,000 
from their tender.

TIIF. TKltllIT01!ll-;s ACT. 

The bill to amend and consolidate the 
laws with reference to the Northwest 
Territories introduced this week is a 
very important measure. It extends 
the powers of the Northwest Legislative 
Assembly, giving that body jurisdiction 
on the foUowiiig subjects : 

I 'i' t taxatwin for territorial or muni- 
cipal pur])oses. The establialiineiit and 
tenure of the Territorial oliices. The 
establishment, and maintenance and 
inanagoineiit of prisons. Municipal in- 
stitutions in the. Torritorios. "Shop, sa- 
loon, tavern, auctioneer and other li- 
censes, in order to the raising of a reve- 
nue for -Territorial, or municipal pur- 
poses. The incorporation of companies, 
except such companios as caimot be in- 
corporated by a Provincial I<egislatur<>, 
and excepting in addition railway, 
steamboat, tramway, canal, transporta- 
tion, telegraph, and telephone companies. 
The solonmization of innrriage. property 
and civil rights in the Territories, 
The adinimstration of justice in the Ter- 
ritories, including the constitution and 
iiiaiiiteimiice of courts of civil jiirisdic 
tion, but not including the power of ap- 
pointing judicial olliccrs. The iiiqiosi 
tion of jiunishment by line, penalty or 
imiirisoiiment for violation of Territoi iii] 
onlinanccs, .All uiatters of a general 
and local character. In otlu'r words the 
Legislature is really to have all the 
powers of a Provincial Legislature, ex- 
cept powers lo amend the constitution, 
lo borrow money, lo manage or sell pub- 
lic land, and to establish asylums and 
hiis])itals. The giantingof the jiower to 
issue sli(i)i, saloon and tavern licensi s 
removes from the Dominion (iovcrn 
iiK'iit all responsibility Imiching tie- 
liquor (piestion. The ))resent Legisla- 
ture, however, cannot deal with the mat- 
ter. Tlie bill says; "No change shall bi; 
made by the said Legislative Assembly 
ill ihc. existing law as to intoxicalim: 
liipiors, nor sliall any legislation in rela 
tion lo the granting of licenoes'for th.' 
sale of intoxicating liquors, or to the im- 
portation, manufacture, possession, bar- 
ter, sale or disposal thereof, bo passed 
until the dissolution of (he present Leg- 
islative Assembly has afforded the in- 
habitants i}i tho' Northwest Territories 
an o))])ortunity to express their opinion 
as to the natU(«of the legislation on this 
subject which. shall -thereafter take ef- 
fect. '- -

EOSriTALS NOT At^YLUMH. 

Some one has cliaraoterized the iiiaaiie 
~ as '.'the most helpless of God's creat 
uros." Thoy cantiot do anything fot 
thoiiiselves. Tliey are wliolly depenJ 
ent on the sane for inaiatenaiice, com 
fort, oui'o anil ^'ooil troatnii'iit. 'riicir 
wonls with rej^ard to tlu'iiiselv 
otliors cannot be taken. This leaves 
them wholly at the mercy of those und9i 
-vi'hoso care thoy are placed. It they 
comiilain of cruelty and neglect tlic only 
answer is that thoy are mud and that 
thoir grievaiiet's are the fancies of a 
fevered iniaginiition, the creatiiiiis of 
diseased mind. They cannot be ile 
pendnd upon to describe their sensatioi^B 

■ or the symptoms of their own ailmen^. 
Tlio^ physician who attends a lunatic re 
ceives no ossistanco from liis patient. He 
■works in a great measure in the dark 
This may be one of tlie reasons why liis 
case is soon given up iiulespair and why 
the attention of the superintendents of 
lunatic asylums is chiefly confined to 
making their inmates comfortable, and 
in. providing for them employment and 
entertainment. Tlie hiiiatic comes to 
be looked upon 1>y the Kupei'intcndeiit 
and hia stall' ratlier as a boar<ler t hi^ 
a patient; ' ^ 

It must bo admitted that a great 
reform in the treatment of lunatics has 
been etTected within tlio last quarter of 
a centin-y. The ))(ior creatures are 
treated with f^n atiT btunanity. They 
are not rejjarded as criminals or aa men 
and xomen possessed of 'devils, as wa 
the case in the days of our forefathers 
They are not now chained or conrineil 
in dungeons or beaten with many stripe: 
or starved. Mechanical restraints arc 
ill a great measure done away with 
Comfortable apurtmunt= are provided 

, -for- them, their food is abundant and 
wholesome,' and they are, as far as is 
conaidcreil safe, allowed to work and to 
take exercise. Recreation, too, is pr 
vided for thorn. There is still, no doulit 
mucli cruelty jiract iced in lunatic a.sy 
liims tlirough tlie bad temper, the ncg 
' Icot and the laziness of attendants, hut 
it is not countenanced by physicians 
Severity is not part of the .system for 
tlie treat mcnt of lnnati<^s now in vogue. 
But the intelligent visitor of even 
tRe best managed lunatic a.sylnm 
will be surprised to learn how little is 
done for the cure of the alllicteil in 
mates. The asylum is not a Imspital 
Dr. Tldie, who lielongi to a family of 
physicians wlio lia\c Iiecoine famous in 
Oreat Uritain for their exert ions t( 
ameliorate tlie condition of tlio insane 
directs attention to this defect of oven 
tlio best asylums in Great Britain, in the 
April number of the "Nineteenth Cen 
tiiry:" 

"We have no inslituti-s," lie aays,"nc 
system, of so-called psycliiatiic niedi 
cine so firmly based on putliological 
principles as to meet' with j(<^nerid ac- 
coptanee; and as a consei|ueneo we have 
no system of treatment founded upon 
scientific tiierapeutics. Treatment is as 
-yet entirely empirical, and depends 
'|ri|iiiily on good hygiene and personal ex 
' pc'rience." 

This is tlie testimony of a man who 
knows whereof he allirnis. Aoeordiiig 
to him those who are alllicted witli dis- 
eases of the mind are not scieiil ili(;ally 
treated even in tlio best a.syliiiiis. The 
result is that tlic proportion of recover- 
ies is not greater than it was fifty years 
a({0. This is what Dr. Tiikesay.s on tliis 
subject : 

"Kefereiiee to tile- lunacy blue book.s 
shows that till- ;i.iitiual ))roportion of re 
cnveiics ill a.-iyluniiis, calculated oil the 
iinnual adniissions is about .'18 per cent., 
of w liieli a number relapse, and that lOp. 
cont. of the resident patients die. It is 
the o)iinioii of many authorities that the 
proportion of recoveries has not in- 
'creasod within the lost fifty yearsj it is 
even held by some that the results of 
treatment during the first quarter of the 
century were more favorable than tlmse 
subsequently obtained. lie aihls: 
Although no. trustworthy sttitistics can 
bo brought to bear on these opinions, 
there are strong reasons for believing 
that thi.-y arc not far from tin- truth." 

But this is not all. Not only has no 
sciontilic system for the treatniunt of 
the in.saiie been diacovered, but the 
management of the asylums is such both 
B8 to treatment and classification that 
the disease of the patient is often aggra- 
vated in the asylum. iJr. Tuke says ; 

"Let it be remembered that the treat- 
ment of a case is for the most part car- 
ried on without even a theory as to the 
condition nf the bruin ( symptonis alone 
are treated on >he purest empirical prln- 
cipies. A man laboring under excite- 
nient caused l)y cerebral congestion may 
be sent into the liclds 'lo work liis ex- 
citement oil' wlien his proiier position 
would lie in bed. Aiioliier laboring 
under deplcs.--ion litiiy 'le ordeTcd to go 
to an entei tainnieut wlien he should lie 
under therapeutic trtjatwent in rest and 



(pilot. Is the relegation of a recent oa.se 
of insanity, produced Ijj' brain irrita- 
tion, to a ward of old standing eases 
conducive to recovery V IiBtmices 
might be multiplied without nuuiher il- 
lustrating the possible ill efTects of asy- 
lum treatment. That tt certain num- 
ber recover in conset^ueuca of it — that a 
certain number recover in iipitc of it— 
that a certain number become deinenteil 
because of it — are, I believe, each and 
all equally true statements." 

Anyone who has gone through a luna- 
tic asylum may imagine the condition of 
the poor creatures with weakened brain 
and shattered nerves "iieing compelled to 
spend part of every day in the company 
of incurable lunatics. It is reasonable 
tb'6iDli9ludfjJhat'thQ sights he would sec 
iwd jilia founds j be', would hear would 
make hia recovery an absolute impossi- 
bility. 

Dr. Tuke recommends that a hosjii- 
tal should be attached to every lunatic 
asylum, and that every patient admitted 
should be kept: under strictly medical 
treatinentjfora^leastoncycar, if hudid not 
i'ocover,wtf^Jilmy>eyiodj., Tliis would 
put a s^p totithe heiiding together of 
lunatics in every ."iBtage-'of'. insanity, and 
would greatly . i^ro^/tbe, ohanops of 
recovery. , x:"- 

LAND HUNGER.' 

The condition of thhigu in Oklahoma 
illustrates in a lively way the hunger 
for^Ia^d t^t^exi8t^^69..the;0tlier side of 
the line: ' It was known that a section 

of tlio Indian Territory was to Ik; open- 
ed for settlement on a certain diiy, the 
•2:2nd of this month. The land is good, 
but those who have travelled over it siiy 
that its fertility is by no means extru- 
ordiiuo^.' The, news^ spread far and 
wide." Here" was a 'chance of getting 
good land for next to nothing, and men 
of all sorts, conditions and occupations 
deteniiined to avail themselves of the 
opportunity. Weeks before the day of 
opening continuous streams of land 
hungry people set in towards the border 
of the new territory. Troops were on 
the ground to prevent their occupying 
it before the appointed time. On tlie 
twenty-second, this army of land- 
grabbers waited with eager expectation 
for the signal to enter. Miuiy liiid pro- 
cured fast horses to enable them to be 
tlie first to reach the most favored spots. 
When the bugle at midday sounded the 
signal the tiingular and most niemorable 
race began. The whole country, as fat- 
as the eye could . reach, was covered 
with , horsenleti. riding ua if 
their lives and the lives of .all belonging 
to them depended upon their getting 
first to the spot they coveted. .Many 
wore disappointed. .Some who con 
aidered thoinaelvea early birds found 
that earlier birds had got ahead of them, 
find othoi-s who imagined that they wen- 
the only men- who knew; of the exact 
location of some superior land, found, to 
their great amioyauco, that there wei r 
speeiilators as well informed and a little 
smarter than they. It would be iiatur- 
id to apprehend that disputes among 
thcao eager land hunters would end in 
bloodshed^ but that was not the;case, 
the settlement was effected on the whole 
peaceably. The lots. of the town that 
was laid out wore preeni|)t(Ml in an 
aatonisliiiigly short .space of time, ami 
liusiness began to be transacted tis soon 
aa abanties were run up. As everything 
was in readiness it did not take long to 
put together and erect the buildings 
which the pilgrima brought with them. 
To eatabliah a claim either to a ijuarter 
.iection or a town lot, it appears that 
nothing more waa required tliiui to 
erect a tent or make a hole in tho ground 
that might, by. a stretch of imagina- 
tion, be supposed to be a human habita- 
tion. It S(^enis that the whole of the 
land. "f to"ii 1111,1 L.iuiitry, 

has been taken up, and yet there ar(- 
dtill men on tho ground wlio cuiiie too 
late to secure a share, I'jince there is no 
land which they can honestly appropri- 
ate, they have been advised to steal that 
which belongs to tlio Indians. It is sur- 
prising that an ex -congressman would 
direct tlie people to take so unprinci- 
pled and so dangerous a course. It is 
not likely that the Indiana will allow 
them peaceably to take possession of 
their lands, and it ia just na unlikely 
that the United .States troojis will stand 
iillj' Ijy and see these men doing what 
can not fail to nuike tlie whole Indian 
population of the territory the deadly 
eueiiiies of the new settlers on the lands 
of Oklahoma. Nowhere in tlio world 
except the United States could this 
rush for a new territory 1)0 made, and 
it says much for tlie clmracter of the 
settlers that the division of the coveted 
land was made without violence.

I 
boliove the whole population of Victoria 
dosiro the steamers to call there. I 
have done my best that they should do 
so, but 1 cannot .say that I have had any 
very sat i.sfactory assurances from llu; 
goveriinieiit. I believe it i-? of the ut- 
most iiiijicirlance that these steamers 
should lie subsiili/.ud, and if we grant 
this .sulisiily 1 believe it will lie the 
means of opening up a very largi' 
iraile bet ween Cinada and China and 
.Tapaii, and particularly between llrilisli 
Cohunliia and t hose count lies. I lia\'e 
not the statist ICS to .show the ainiiimt of 
business done at the |ircM'iit time, but 1 
do not think that wc ought to look at 
what is done now, but we ought to look 
at the possibilities and the pnihabilities 
of a fuluri; trade. The liisl steamers 
that ran on ihi.-i route, I lia\'e it on good 
authority, lost t:i l,tMlO. They will not 
run unles.s they are subsidized, and 1 
think that the sooner <uir inercbanls 
and nuiuufaeturcrs come to the eoiielii- 
sion that there is a large trade to be 
done, and begin to bestir them- 
selves, the sooner they send 
their agents to China and Jaiian, the 
better it will be for thorn, and the Do 
minion. I wish to repeat that it is im- 
perative that these steamers should call 
at Victoria. A few days ago J stated 
fully tljo importance of the city 1 have 
thd honor to represent. The Victoria 
merchoiits do at least 73 pcr.cciit. of the 
trade of the whole I'rovinee of Hritisli 
,Cpllimbia,<.and I eaniiol see wliy the.se 
.steamers, .which are iia.ssing oiir very 
•doors,' shpnld not call there. They come 
at the present time, and have done so 
for the losi^.eiehteeu montlis, within one, 
inile of oUr .'wharf, and there they take 
on a'pilot and' go straight oltead, and 
never pay the slightest attention to us. 
The Vietorians are Avilling to jnit their 
hands in their pockets andniake a' wharf 
so that the steamer can c^mie directly at 
the wharf and land I he mails and 
passengers, instead ot .carrying them to
